It  catuiot  be  reiterated  too  often  that  the 
prime  object  of  national  ownership,  with  its  at- 
tmdaiil  taxes,  was  to  free  the  Canadian  air.  so 
far  as  that  was  pqssible,  from  the  influence  of 
American  propaganda.  The  policy  of  national- 
ization has'  been  reversed  m  this  particular,  and 
prograrfinfes  lhat  can  be  heard  from  American 
stations  are  dupluntcd  over  the  network  of  the 
C.B.C.  This  IS  a  superfluous  task.  Tlie  C.B.C. 
should  restrict  Itself  to  Canadian  itnd  Empire 
proKraninies.  The  American  proKrammes,  since 
the  uu'cption  of  the  radio  industry,  can  be  heard, 
without  money  and  without  price,  sftve  the  sum

•The  Modern  Mind  *  in  the  title  of  a  recent  work 
by  Michael  Roberts.  The  author  explains  that 
his  book  Is  a  study  of  cert.iin  ehaimes  in  the  use 
of  the  Engli.sh  language,  changes  due  to  the  in- 
fluence of  material  science  upon  common  speech, 
and  the  efTrcl  of  these  changes  upon  our  attitude 
to  religion  and  poetry.  He  lays  especial  emphasis

Thi«  'sound"  banking  practice  b< 
comee  neeeasary  periodically  to  en- 
able the  ."jvstcm  to  mHiiiialii  a  ",sifr 
ratio  of  ca.sh  to  loaiu,  a  policy  with 
-which  local  branches  are  only  In- 
directly concerned.  Its  effect  is  to 
compel  Industry  to  adjust  itself  to 
an  increase  or  decrea.se  of  purchas- 
ing power,  irrespective  of  the  coun- 

try's  needs.

Along  the  Shore 

TT  is  about  a  half  tide  al<mg  the  8hoi:e  aar 
we  look  down  upon  it  from  Finlayson 
Poml,  named  alter  Roderick  Pailayson, 
tha  first  farinr  in  charge  of  Fort  Victoria. 
A  real  .service  has'  been  done  to  the  public 
here  by  the  ere;ction  of  a  roonvy  siieiter 
v/here,  protected  from  the  wind,  you  may 
look  out  in  comfort  on  the  Straits,  with 
the  Olympics  and  the  hills  of  ,Suoke,  or  on 
tM  broomy  sIoimb  and  woodland  6i  the 
Park.

of  these  has  far  outgrown  his  house  and 
all  but  the  tip  of  a.bdomen  is  exposed  to 
View  and  to  danger  because  there  ts  rtiSt 
space  into  which  he  can  withdraw  him- 
self after  the  manner  of  his  kind.

Most  of  these  small 
hermit-crabs  are  in  empty  calliostoma 
shells,  and  very,  beautiful  homes  tliey 
makeH.espe(}ally  if  much  of  the  jjuter  limy 
covering  ia-wom.off  and  the  beautiful 
iridescent  pearly  under  surface  i&  revealed. 
Not  that  the  hermit-crab  has  aesthetic 
tastes  but  the  Calliostoma  is  In  very  con- 
venient sizes.  .The  common  one  is  top- 
shaped,  about  .seven -eigliths  of  an  inch 
high,  with  five  whorU  with  parallel 
ridges.  The  iridescent  color  is  shown  on 
the  inside  of  the  mouth  or  opening,  hence 
the  name  calUbstoma.  "beautiful  inbulRT*' 
In  life  the  animal  closes  the  mottth  With 
an  operculum  or  horny  door. 

Inroads  of  the  Sea 

L SAVING  t^ie  yellow  fucus  on  thfe  'edge 
of  the  itocks  where  they  dip  beneath 
the  sea  we  climb  up  the  hillside  to  tha 
path.  Here  on  this  exposed  front  where 
the  turf  is  cut  away  in  patches  by  the 
inroads  of  the  'sea  there  are  numbcra  of

metalUe  reflaetlons,  tha  wonderful  Juxta- 
position of  contrasted  colors,  the  richness 
of  velvety  texture  and  qf.  feathers  curi- 
euBly  Muted  and  laid  one  upon  anotlyr. 

Taken  as  a  whole.  I  think  the  water  birds 
take  the  lead  in  coloration  over  ail  other 
feathered  Inhabitants  of  our  northern 
regions. 

The  Old  Birdhouse 

BEYOND  the  lakelet  stands  on  rising 
ground  the  birdhouse,  a  relic  of  an 
older  Victoria,  and  a  conuinporary  of  that 
ancient  and  long  di.scarded  bcarpit  that 
once  existed  in  the  woods  at  the  southeast 
corner.

and~pleasant  pool.  It  would  certainly  be 
better  If  It  had  a  larger  one  with  more* 
natural  surroundings  and  a  mate.  How 
far  its  happiness  would  be  increased  I 
ranqpt  aay.  But  I  do  think  if  critics  would 
direct  their  attention  to  the  existing  bird- 
house  and  agitate  for  a  roomier,  airier 
i'viary,  it  would  be  wi-s^r  and  more  useful. 
But  at  any  rate  today  all  is  haiipinc.-.s 
among  the  birds,  as  even  the  children  ol 
^reat  cities  dancei  and  sing  on  occasion. 
'I he  canary  section  contributes  the  music, 
punctuated  at  intervals  by  loud  screain 
from  the  parrots  and  cockatoos. 

Hence  we  wander  on  past  tlie  lilllo 
stream  made  a  lew  years  ago,  wliere  yel- 


low and  red  prjmroses  nestle  in  the  bank. 
We  go  around  the  base  of  the  Hill  on  the 
west  side,  and  as  we  go  we  think  oi 
later  than  those  of  Songhee*-'  rule  and 
Hudson's  Boy  Company's  invasion,  vyhen 
the  Park  had  become  an  established  fea- 
ture and  the  first  racecourse  was  laid  out 
here.

It  la  quite 
possible  successfully  to  rework  stront?, 
healthy  trees  right  up  to,  say,  twenty- 
fiTe  years  old. 

There  is  oiilv  one  time  to  carry  out 
grafting,  and  that  Is  when  sap  is  flowing 
well.    Naturally,  there  can  be  no  hard

previous  tying.  With  large  treea  it  It 
best  to  use  grafting  wax. 

The  great  importance  of  careful  cutting 
and  fitting  cannot  be  emphasized  too 
strongly.  In  wet.  mild  .sea.sons.  when  there 
is  a  superabundance  of  sap,  it  is  possible 
for  eveh  jslightly  lmperfect-fmtei. grafts 
to  grow  For  t'cnetal  success,  however, 
both  scions  and  stocks  must  be  well  cut 
ahd  perf^ly  fitted. 

If  ynit  have  never  before  undertaken 
graftmg,  you  will  find  it  helpful  to  practice 
cutting,  scions  with  any  unwanted  young 
ffowtliri  *tttte  prtoMa  th»  acttfal  graft- 
ing.

Small  Nursery  Stock 

WHERE  larRe  numbers  of  small  nursery 
stuck  have  to  be  worked  whip  and 
tongue  grafting  Is  also  employed.

then  transplanted. 

Celirlac,  the  rooted  celery,  gives  the  cel- 
ery tiiste  to  cooked  things  much  better 
than  [celery  Itself.

French  endive,  chicoryj  should  be  soWn 
in  the  Spring!    It  matures  during  the 
dtimoier  months,  and  when  dug  and  put  ^ 
avay  In  sand  will  sprout  tender  shoots, 
which  make  excellent  Winter  salads.

Nearly  half 
an  inch  long  antf-With  two  flat  sides  and 
one  round  side,  it  Is  really  the  diled  fruit 
of  a  Mexican  spurge  called  the  Sebastiana 
palmrrl.  a  shrub  bcloniflng  to  a  natural 
order  including  very  Important  trees  such 
as  rubber,  castor  oil,  croton  oil  and  the

Before  turning  Into 
a  chrysalis,  with  its  hard  Jaws  it  neatly 
chisels  a  ring  in  its  prison,  .so  that  when 
a  moth  emerges  from  the  clirysalis  the 
merest  push  dislodges  the  severed  sec- 
tion, and  out  comes  the  perfect  Insect. 

The  Jumping  is  a  master  le^i  of  acro^^ 
^-batics.  It  Is  not  for  fun,  but  Is  perilbrtned 
at  the  dictate  of  Nature  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  a  species.  On  the  back  of  the 
head  is  a  hard  horny  plate,  which  is  the 
grub's  battering-ram. 

When  the  fruit  falls  It  may  He  exposed 
In  the  sun  and  be  in  danger>of  destruction 
' '  de% 


-.-aitner  ny  crashing  or  by  Keinr  devoured 

llie  .sun  stimulates  the  caterpillar  to  ac- 
tion. It  uncoils  like  a  spring,  and  hits  its 
head  againat  ifae  bean  with  such  vtelenee 
that  if  i,>  able  to  raise  the  bean  an  eighth 
of  an  inch  Into  the  air,  and  at  the  ^me 
time  propel  it  forward  a  gnarter 
Inch.  This  action  u  continues  until  It 
ceases  to  feel  the  w'annth  of  the  sun,  by 
w  Rich  lime  It  Is  safe  to  assunle  the  bean 
.  has  been  propelled  Into  shade,  and  theft- 
fore  security.

What, 
asked,  could  be  the  '  use  of  these? 

mate  soothingly  replied  that  they  were 
captain's  orders,  and  depend  on  It  the 


eaptain  had  s(miething  in  his  head.  The 

carpenter   laudinsiy   stowed   the  sacks 
away,  but  throughout  the  voyage  to  the  - 
Arctic  their  presence  irked  him.  and  (jne 
day  he  ordered  his  mate  to  throw ..th£m_,.

When  they  came  to 
Winter  H.arbor,  where  the  Fury  and  the 
llecla  were  Iruzen  in,  Parry  ordered  the 
carpenter  to  make  some  long  shallow 
boxes.  This  done,  the  captain  asked  for 
the  sucks  of  earth. 

The  dumbfounded  Scot  came  down  to 
his  mate  crestfallen  and  anxious.  Wl.at 
was  to  be  done  now,  lie  asKed.  The  cap- 
tain wanted  the  sacks  they  had  thrown 
overboard! 

It  was  the  hour  of  his  mate's  triumph.
